(74) arecord described in Section 72-16-306 that relates to the reporting of an injury
involving an amusement ride;

(75) except as provided in Subsection 63G-2-305.5(1), the signature of an individual

on a political petition, or on a request to withdraw a signature from a political petition,
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including a petition or request described in the following titles:

(a) Title 10, Utah Municipal Code;

(b) Title 17, Counties;

(c) Title 17B, Limited Purpose Local Government Entities - Local Districts;

(d) Title 17D, Limited Purpose Local Government Entities - Other Entities; and

(e) Title 20A, Election Code;

(77) except as provided in Subsection 63G-2-305.5(3), any signature, other than a
signature described in Subsection (75) or (76), in the custody of the lieutenant governor or a
local political subdivision collected or held under, or in relation to, Title 20A, Election Code;

(i1) a law enforcement agency releases or disseminates the image after determining
that:

(A) the individual is a fugitive or an imminent threat to an individual or to public
safety; and

(B) releasing or disseminating the image will assist in apprehending the individual or
reducing or eliminating the threat; or

(i11) ajudge orders the release or dissemination of the image based on a finding that the
release or dissemination is in furtherance of a legitimate law enforcement interest[-];

(84) any part of an application for a {schetarship-aceountttax credit certificate as
described in Section 53F-6-402 or other information identifying {a-schotarshiptan eligible
student as defined in Section 53F-6-401.
